SIX Greenwich people were named 
in The Queen’s New Year Honours 
List. 

The list included an MBE for the director 
of the Greenwich Islamic Centre, a CBE 
for the man who transformed rail 
services in London, and an OBE for an 
Oscar-winning film director. 

• Jane Pugh from West Grove, 
Greenwich, who has lived in the borough 
for 28 years, received an MBE for services 
to higher education. She works as 
Governance Officer for the London 
School of Economics and Political 
Science and manages the ‘buddying’ 
scheme between lay governors and 
academic departments. 

“My MBE came as a surprise and I’m 
thrilled by it,” she told GT. “Lots of 
people from the LSE, from directors to 
porters and students, have e-mailed 
congratulations to me. 

“The LSE is a very nice place to work- it 
gives opportunity. I started here as a 
cartographer in the geography 
department in 1979 and in 2002 
transferred into central administration, 
where amongst things I deal with the 
Court, Council and presentation 
ceremonies.” She added: “This enables 
me to work with a cross-section of people 
ranging from governors, academics, 
students and staff.”

Green 
spaces are outdoor 
classrooms with 
unrealised 
potential, and as a 


local lifelong 
learning resource 
our green spaces 
offer almost 
unlimited 
opportunities. 
There’s a 
wonderfully 
complex European 
Union statement 
that sums it all up: 
“Open space... plays 
an important 
educational role, is 
ecologically 
significant and is 
important for 
social interaction 
and in fostering 
community 
development, and 
is supportive of 
economic 
objectives and 
activities. The 
enjoyment of open 
space contributes 
to the legitimate 
aspirations of 
urban inhabitants 
for an 

improvement in 
their quality of life, 
as well as to 
improve social 
cohesion, and 
feelings of security, 
and supports the 
protection of the 
rights of man in his 
built 

environment.” 

Isn’t that 
wonderful? Who 
writes this kind of 
stuff? Basically, 
what it means is 
that green open 
space makes us all 
feel better and do 
better. Can’t argue 
with that. That’s a 
good enough 
reason for us all to 
treasure and 
nurture our green 
spaces. And when 
they are wide and 
white, there’s 
double the fun!

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Upgrade for riverside cycle paths 


CYCLISTS will find it 
easier to get along the 
riverside in parts of 
Charlton and Woolwich this 
year. 

It’s all part of the Olympic 
Cycling and Walking 
Routes legacy scheme. 
Transport for London (TfL) 
is creating a two-way cycle 
path on Hardens 


Manorway, to the north of 
Eastmoor Place. 

It will enable bicycles to 
travel both northbound 
and southbound 
between Woolwich Road 
and the Thames Barrier. 

In addition, Woolwich 
Ferry Approach is getting a 
two-way cycle-lane by the 
ferry office. 


This will enable bicycles to 
go east-west between the 
Thames Path on the 
riverside immediately 
north of the Woolwich 
Ferry car park and Glass 
Yard. 

• LAST week, Greenwich 
Council announced it was 
spending a total of 
£3,066,000 from a special 


new allocation of almost £4 
million from Transport for 
London (TfL). 

The borough is choosing to 
spend its allocation on 
encouraging walking and 
cycling and smoothing 
traffic flow.

First council tenants get free solar panels

A PILOT trial scheme is 
underway that will mean 
lower electricity bills for 
some council tenants. 

Solar panels are being 
installed on the roofs of 
suitable council houses that 
will provide free electricity 
during daylight hours - 
cutting bills by up to a third. 

The pilot scheme is being 
run by Greenwich Council in 
partnership with Newcastle- 
based green services provider 
Eaga. Two houses have 
already been fitted with the 
panels at no cost to the 
residents or the council, with 
more planned. 

The first to benefit are 
Greenwich couple James and 
Diane Grimmer, whose three- 
bedroom terraced house in 
Kirkham Street, Plumstead 
Common, was fitted with 12 
panels on the rear part of the 
roof. 

“Anything that is good for the 
environment and helps me save 
money has to be welcomed, 
especially with rising fuel 
prices,” said Mr Grimmer, 75. 
“The installation itself took 
less than a day and was a really 
straight-forward process. The 
guys were great and left no 
mess.” 

Wife Diane, 74, added: “We 
use it to power the washing 
machine during the day - it’s 
absolutely brilliant.” 

Letters were sent to 350 



residents in Greenwich and 
Plumstead offering them free 
solar power and asking for 
volunteers for the pilot 
scheme. Many have said they 
want to sign up for it. 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
Greener Greenwich, told GT: 
“Before we went ahead with 
this project we really wanted 
to know what the residents 
thought, and the enthusiastic 
response has been 
extraordinary. 


“If the pilot is successful we 
would be looking to roll out 
the scheme to many more of 
our residents.” 

Electricity generated by the 
solar panels and not used by 
residents will be sold back to 
the national grid by Eaga, 
who will benefit from the 
sale. It means Eaga can 
supply and fit the panels to 
council houses at no cost 
either to the tenants or the 
council.

Honours for local heroes 
who serve the community 


OFrom Pagel Dr Tariq Abbasi, 
the director of the 
Greenwich Islamic Centre in Plumstead 
Road, was awarded an MBE for services 
to community cohesion in the boroughs 
of Greenwich and Bexley. He has been 
involved with the centre for almost 22 
years as a trustee and has served as a 
director for the past five years. He also 
sits on the board of trustees for several 
other national and international 
charitable organisations that help less 
fortunate children educate themselves. 

The father-of-three told GT: “I am 
humbled to have been included in the 
Queen’s New Year Honours list. It is not 
just an honour for me but also an honour 
for the whole of our community.” 

•Professor Brian Collins from Eltham, 
was made a CB - a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath. He is Chief Scientific 
Adviser for the Department for Business 
Innovation and Skills (BIS) in London. 
His role is to ensure that BIS strategy 
and policy-making is based on high 
quality science and engineering research 
and advice. He told GT: “I was delighted 
to be honoured by Her Majesty in the 
New Year’s Honours list. I have worked 
throughout my career with very talented 
and excellent people. This honour is as 
much a tribute to my teachers, tutors and 
co-workers as to me.” 

•Professor Susheila Nasta from 
Diamond Terrace, Greenwich, received 
an MBE for services to black and Asian 
literature. She founded Wasafiri: The 
Magazine of International 

Contemporary Writing in 1984. She was 
born in Britain in 1953, and is a critic and 
literary activist, editor and broadcaster. 

She has held full teaching posts and 
visiting fellowships at several academic 


institutions both in the UK and abroad 
including the University of Cambridge, 
Mumbai, Delhi and the University of the 
West Indies. 

She told GT: “I am delighted to receive 
public recognition for my role as an 
editor in bringing many writers from 
Britain’s large black, Asian and other 
populations to wider public attention 
worldwide.” 

•Ian Brown from Greenwich, who 
retired recently as managing director 
Transport for London (TfL), was given a 
CBE for his contribution to public 
transport and the rail industry over the 
last 40 years. He was the driving force in 
setting up and taking forward Crossrail, 
expanding the DLR and transforming 
London Overground 

Transport for London Commissioner, 
Peter Hendy, said: “Ian’s dedication to 
Crossrail, the DLR and London 
Overground and his work overseeing the 
building of the East London Line 
extension, which has delivered huge 
economic and social benefits to some of 
the poorest borough’s in London, inspire 
many. 

“He has played an integral role in the 
development of TfL and displayed 
indefatigable commitment to improving 
the life and landscape of London. I send 
him my warmest congratulation on his 
award.” 

•Filmmaker and former actress Andrea 
Arnold from Greenwich received an OBE 
for services to the film industry. She 
made her feature length directorial 
debut in 2006 and won an Oscar as 
director of Fish Tank, following it with 
directing an adaptation of the Emily 
Bronte classic Wuthering Heights. 


Tributes paid after local 
green campaigner dies 


ONE of the borough’s most 
distinguished green campaigners 
has died suddenly at his home. 
Chartered biologist and professional 
ecologist, Jeremy Cotton, who lived 
in Thamesmead, was BBC Radio's 
Brain of Britain in 1993 and Brain of 
Brains in 1995. 

He was a member of Greenwich 
Wildlife Advisory Group (GWAG) 
since it started in 1975. He has been 
its Vice-Chair for several years. 

He was also a member of the 
Shooters Hill Woodlands Working 
Party of volunteers, who have 
regular work days tidying up and 
improving the area. 

Cllr Mary Mills, the Chair of GWAG, 
said: “There is no-one to replace 
Jeremy's expertise.” 

Laurie Baker, the Secretary of The 
Eltham Society, is also a fellow 
GWAG-member. 


Laurie told GT: “Jeremy was pivotal 
for giving advice to this borough.” 
Terry Powley, who chairs the 
Greenwich Friends of Parks Forum, 
told GT: “News of Jeremy’s sudden 
death has come as a real shock to the 
local community. 

He added: “Jeremy impressed 
everybody by the depth of his 
knowledge of ecological matters in 
the borough and he had developed 
an extensive range of contacts to 
promote initiatives which protected 
the environment. 

“He will be sorely missed.” 

Mr Cotton’s funeral has been 
arranged for Thursday, January 20, 
at 11.45am at Eltham Crematorium, 
Falconwood. Family flowers only. 
Well-wishers are invited to send 
tributes to the London Wildlife 
Trust charity where Jeremy served 
as a Trustee.

WORK has begun on a 
four-month project to 
improve Plumstead 

Common nature reserve 
and make it more 
welcoming to visitors. 

Steps made from recycled 
timber and aggregate are 
being fitted so people can walk 
down the steep ravine more 
easily. New perimeter fencing 
and a new path at the eastern 
end are also being 
installed. 




The project will also see 
overgrown brambles removed 
and neglected boundary 
fencing replaced. 

Native hedges and plants will 
be protected during site work 
and a further 150 metres of 
hedgerow will be planted behind 
the new fence to increase the 
biodiversity of the area. 

Native hedgerows such as 
Hawthorn, Blackthorn, 
Dogwood, Hazel and Wild 
Privet will provide a habitat 
haven for local wildlife, 
encouraging more bugs and 
birds into the area. 

Plumstead Common 

Environment Group (PCEG) is 
behind the project. It follows five 
years of consultation with 
nature reserve users, Greenwich 
Council, the police, school 
groups and dog walkers. 

The group also consulted 
volunteers who regularly take 


part in litter picking, planting 
and shrub clearance on the 
site. Volunteers said there was 
a need for signage boards to 
give people local knowledge 
and information about the 
much-loved reserve. These 
will be installed when work on 
the common is finished. 

Harry Holmes, PCEG’s 
project co-ordinator, told GT: 
“This is set to make a huge 
difference to the nature 
reserve. The new steps and 
handrail will provide access to 
the bottom of the steep ravine 
which is currently rather 
dangerous, especially for 
those who are less mobile. 

“It will also encourage more 
people to come and enjoy the 
quiet walks the common has 
to offer, and increase the local 
community’s appreciation for 
the natural environment. 

“The additional hedgerows 
and trees planted on the 
common will encourage many 
native species back into the 
area. A recent ecological 
survey showed a surprisingly 
low number of native species 
on the common. However, 
with the work we are doing, 
the biodiversity is likely to 
improve dramatically.” 

The project will cost about 
£35,000, of which £25,000 has 
been given as a grant from the 


Veolia Environmental Trust, 
which awards grants to 
community and 

environmental projects 
through The Landfill 
Communities Fund. The 

remainder has been raised by 
PCEG from charities that help 
fund community organisation 
projects. 

Margaret Cobbold, the 

trust’s executive director, said: 
“The trust works to support 
community and 

environmental projects across 
the UK such as the project at 
Plumstead Common. I look 
forward to seeing the 

improvement works 

completed and the reserve 
being enjoyed by the whole 
community.” 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
Greenwich Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Greener 
Greenwich, told GT: “The 
partnership between the 

council and the Plumstead 
Common Environment Group 
is a really good example of 
how residents can make a 
difference to their local 
environment. 

“The funding the group has 
secured with support from 
councillors will help to 
sustain this popular nature 
reserve for generations to 
come.”

ENVIRONMENTAL 
well-wishers gave an 
historic park a New 
Year present that will 
hear fruit in years to 
come. 

Friends of East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce launched the 
Pleasaunce Memorial 
Orchard in the little park off 
Chevening Road. 

The volunteers, helped 
with grants from the 
council’s Greenwich Pride 
initiative, were able to 
plant six new trees - three 
apple, two pear and a plum 
- alongside the existing 
ornamental cherries and 
hollies, downhill from the 
cafe in the park. 

The cafe manager, local 
dog-walkers, and several 
children joined in to help 
dig, plant and mulch. 

The young trees and the 
guards round them were 
supplied by the London 
Orchard Project through 
the Capital Growth East 
London initiative and the 
‘Awards for All’ scheme. 
Greenwich Council’s 
parks and open spaces 
department added its 
support to the event. 

Special guests included 
Greenwich and Woolwich 
MP Nick Raynsford and 
Greenwich councillors 
Mary Mills, Miranda 
Williams and Alex Grant. 

Anne Robbins, of the 
Transition Westcombe 
environmental campaign 
group, said: “This new

The new trees will blossom 
next spring - and, all being 
well, they’ll produce fruit in 
three or four years’ time. 
The volunteers hope that 
that the whole community 
will get involved in the new 
project, and that school 
children will find a new 
focus in the orchard for 
their studies around healthy 
eating, biodiversity, food 
sourcing, and plant growth.

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Sue’s love affair with the borough

GREEN resident and sports 
enthusiast, Sue Gay, says it’s 
the borough’s earthy feel 
which has kept her here for 
almost 40 years. 

“My first memory is of 
standing next to the Wolfe 
Memorial at the top of 
Greenwich Park. I was just 21. I 
had my small daughter with me 
and I was pregnant with my 
son,” said Sue, from rural Wales, 
who has been involved in and 
around the community of 
Westcombe Park since the early 
1970s. 

“I’d come to see Blackheath, 
due to reading about the Wat 
Tyler revolt. 

“I walked from the station over 
the heath and through the park 
gate. Then I found a wonderful 
avenue of trees and I saw the 
statue. 

“Then, just like a curtain, your 
view opens - down to that bend 
of the river, to the top of the 
Cutty Sark, and the Christopher 
Wren pepper-pots, mirroring St

More power charge points for electric cars

OWNERS of electric 
cars will soon be able to 
charge up their 
vehicles at more than a 
dozen locations across 
the borough. 

The charging points 
include ten which have 
recently been installed by 
Greenwich Council at 
roadside locations in 
Greenwich and Eltham. 

On-street Elektrobays 
are up and running and 
soon to be available to 
owners at the following 
four locations: 

• 4 Blissett Street, 
Greenwich, SE10 8UP 

• Horseferry Place, 
Greenwich, SE10 9HG 

• Messetter Place, 
Eltham SE9 5DP 

• Northeast of East 

Parkside, John Harrison 
Way, Greenwich 

Peninsula, SE10 OBG. 

Funding has come from 
Transport for London and 
a successful council bid for 
Government 
Infrastructure funding. 

The council is helping to 
spearhead the expansion 
of charging points locally 
as part of its campaign to 
encourage motorists to 
plug into green car travel. 

Earlier this year two off- 
street POD Points were 
launched at Cadogan West 
and Cadogan East, on the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, 
in partnership with 
developer Berkeley 

Homes, and the council is 
working with other 
developers to provide 
further charging points. 

A further off-street POD 
Point, in the Marlborough 
car park, is available to 
residents of the Royal

Arsenal development, and 
there are a further two 
Elektrobays at the 
Sainsbury’s store on Pear 
Tree Way, Greenwich. 

Greenwich’s car charge 
points will eventually 
form part of the London- 
wide Source scheme, 
which is set to be launched 
across the capital by 
London boroughs and 
Transport for London in 
the spring. 

The scheme will enable 
its members to access all 
public charging points 
across the capital by 
paying a single annual fee 
of £100. 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
Greenwich Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Greener Greenwich, said: 
“Electric vehicles create 
typically 40% less carbon 
dioxide emissions than a 
petrol equivalent. 

“They are an 
increasingly popular 
transport choice, and the 
development of a wider 
network of charging 
points helps make them 
even more attractive.”

End of the road for polluting black cabs 


THE writing’s on the wall for 
London’s oldest, more polluting black 
cabs. 

A new London air quality strategy 
just published demands that no black 
cab over 15 years old will be licensed 
by the Taxi and Private Hire Office 
from January next year. It’s estimated 
that around 1,200 black cabs are 
likely to be more than 15 years old by 
then. 

The strategy ‘Clearing the Air,’ set to 
be introduced on January 1 next year, 
is designed to help improve air 
quality in the capital before the 
London 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

It will require all new taxis entering 
the fleet to meet the strictest vehicles 


standard from April 1, next year. 
Furthermore, all taxis will be 
required to take two full MOT tests 
each year from 2013 at the latest. 

The tests can be done at a local 
garage - rather than at the current 
inspection centres. Transport for 
London (TfL), working with City Hall, 
have also announced a £1 million fund 
to encourage taxi owners to upgrade 
to low emission vehicles - like electric 
black cabs. In addition, from January 
2012, anyone wanting to come into the 
industry will be required to take a 
mandatory eco-driving course. 

The aim is to help cabbies to drive 
more efficiently and save money, as 
well as reducing emissions of 
pollutants and carbon dioxide.

Child care workers get qualified with NVQs

A MAGNIFICENT group of 
five volunteers and staff at 
a nursery school and 
Children’s Centre have 
achieved their NVQ 2 
qualification in Children’s 
Care, Learning and 
Development. 

Pound Park in Charlton is 
one of the first places of its 
kind in the country to have 
put people through a scheme 
like this. 

Nursery School headteacher 
Sheena Gilby and Children’s 
Centre Co-ordinator Ann 
Marshall were able to build on 
their strong links with 
Greenwich Community 
College in Plumstead Road. 
The college regularly sends 
students on placement to 
Pound Park, and, for this 
course, support came from a 
government initiative called 
“Train to Gain”. 

Sheena Gilby told GT: “I am 
really proud of them and of 
the extra work and 
commitment they have put in 
to achieve this qualification.” 

Her colleague, Ann, added: 
“Some of these candidates 
had never completed any 
formal qualification like this 
before - so it was a challenge to 
give them the self-belief and 
self-confidence that they’d be 
able to achieve.” 

The NVQ2 qualification, 
which is a one-year course 
accredited by City and Guilds, 
involved spending time at 
Pound Park and time in 
college. They were required to 
cover seven modules around 


everything from child- 
development and managing 
children’s behaviour to 
planning stimulating and 
educational activities. 

Karen Hennings Stockman 
from Charlton, a former pupil 
of Blackheath Bluecoat 
School, is a nanny who also 
volunteers at the centre, and 
now works in the creche. 

She told GT: “Because of this 
qualification, I’ve now 
managed to get myself 
registered with Ofsted.” 

Mum-of-three Bola Dickson- 
Sabestine, from Plumstead, 
saw some information about 
GLLaB, the Greenwich local 
labour and business scheme, 
at her son’s primary school. 

Bola, a former teacher in 
Nigeria, was assigned a 
GLLaB advisor and landed a 
job almost two years ago as a 
classroom assistant at Pound 
Park. 


She’s now started studying 
for her one-year NVQ 3 
qualification and said: “I’m so 
happy. I’m on top of the world!” 

Tina Carter, from Charlton, 
whose children are now aged 12 
and 14, always helped out at 
their school, and then got a job 
as a classroom assistant at 
Pound Park. 

She’s now also started 
studying for her NVQ 3, and 
said: “My dream is to be a 
nursery teacher one day.” 

Juliet Nkyi, from Lee, has two 
grandchildren. “I had never 
worked with children before, 
although I have four of my 
own,” she told us. 

“I went to the Jobcentre and 
Pound Park came up on the 
computer, and I’ve been here for 
around five years now. I never 
thought I would get this far!” 

Mum-of-two Angela Ross from 
Charlton, volunteers at Pound 
Park and works in the creche, 


and also puts some time in with 
the Pre-School Learning 
Alliance. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
children and young people, said: 
“Congratulations to all these 
students - and to Pound Park for 
encouraging them to reach 
their goal. The candidates have 
built on their love of 
volunteering and working 
around children to study for a 
professional qualification, and 
the whole scheme has been 
made possible through the 
centre’s strong links with 
Greenwich Community 

College.”

‘Picture 

LONDON health chiefs have 
backed plans to transform 
NHS services in SE London. 
The plans, known locally as 
‘A Picture of Health’, are 
designed to provide better 
quality NHS care for more 
than a million people in 
Greenwich, Lewisham, 
Bexley and Bromley. 

They can now go ahead, 
following three years of 
reviews, discussions and 
consultation with doctors, 


patients and local 
organisations. 

The plans include the 
expansion and upgrading of 
emergency and maternity 
services at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in 
Woolwich, which will enable 
the hospital to improve the 
quality of care for patients 
with more serious and life- 
threatening injuries or 
illnesses. It includes 
increasing the number of 


highly experienced doctors 
and nurses available around 
the clock. Under the 
proposals the A&E and 
maternity department at 
Queen Mary’s in Sidcup will 
close permanently (it is 
currently closed temporarily 
as the Trust could not 
guarantee patient safety 
over the winter period) with 
medical, surgical and 
paediatric emergencies 
diverted to other local 


hospitals. The Picture of 
Health plans were due to be 
implemented by summer 
2010, but the new Secretary 
of State for Health, Andrew 
Lansley, required them to be 
tested against new criteria to 
ensure there was support 
from local GPs and improved 
patient involvement. The 
results of this review were 
presented to NHS London’s 
Board, who agreed that all of 
the tests had been met. 


Stay at home 
flu advice 

At risk groups urged to contact their GPs for jab

NHS Greenwich is urging 
people to look after 
themselves at home if they 
think they have the flu. 

GPs in Greenwich are also 
being encouraged to put up 
notices in their surgeries 
reminding patients of the 
symptoms of flu, and asking 
them to help prevent flu 
spreading by staying at home. 

For people who are 
otherwise fit and healthy, the 
best thing to do is to stay in 
the warm, drink plenty of 
fluids and take over-the- 
counter flu remedies. They 
should feel better in a few 
days without needing to see a 
GP. 

People with flu should also 
avoid going to A&E unless 
they are seriously ill. 

Prevention is always better 
than cure, and the best thing 
to do to protect against this 
winter’s flu strains - including 
swine flu - is to have the 
seasonal flu vaccination. 

Vaccination only takes a 
couple of minutes and is free 
to everyone in Greenwich who 
is in one of the high risk 
health groups. These include 
pregnant women; people 65- 
years-old and over; those in 
residential care; people who 
care for someone else, or 
people of all ages who have 
long-term health conditions 
such as a heart condition, 
breathing problems, diabetes 
or asthma. 

David Sturgeon, Director of 
Primary Care and Community 
Transformation at NHS 
Greenwich, said: “Flu is a 


highly contagious viral 
infection that can lead to 
serious illness in people who 
already have problems with 
their health. Anyone can 
catch the flu, but some people 
are more vulnerable than 
others. If you are in a high risk 
group and haven’t had your 
vaccination yet, it’s not too 
late. All you need to do is 
make an appointment at your 
GP, or go along to one of the 18 
pharmacies in Greenwich 
which are also offering the 
vaccination.” 

Another way of preventing 
the spread of flu is to practice 
good respiratory and hand 
hygiene. NHS Greenwich has_ 
launched its

Catch 
it. Kill it. Bin it 
campaign for this year, which 
urges people with coughs and 
flu to cover their nose and face 
when they sneeze; put used 
tissues in the bin, and wash 
their hands thoroughly after 
blowing their nose or 
sneezing. 

The national Catch it. Bin it. 
Kill it campaign was launched 
in national press and radio 
adverts last week and comes 


as figures from the 
Health Protection 
Agency show that 
cases of flu 
continue to rise 
nationally. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for health and older 
people, said: “Figures from the 
Health Protection Agency 
suggest that cases of flu 
continue to rise so it’s vital 
that everyone does what they 
can to help prevent the spread 
of the flu virus. 

“In the first instance I would 
urge anyone in an at risk 
group who hasn’t been 
vaccinated to contact their GP 
to book an appointment. As 


GEIVACCINATED: residents 
can get the flu jab at their GP 
surgery or at one of 18 
pharmacies around the 
borough 
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well as costing nothing, 
having the jab only takes a 
few minutes, and it will 
protect the most vulnerable in 
Greenwich from catching the 
flu until next winter.”

Changes to help with 
your housing costs 


HOMEOWNERS receiving certain 
benefits may get help towards their 
mortgage interest payments and 
interest on loans taken out for 
repairs or improvements. You may 
get this help if you are receiving 
Income Support, income-based 
Jobseeker’s Allowance, income- 
related Employment and Support 
Allowance or Pension Credit 
Guarantee. 

In January 2009, a two-year limit 
on claiming help with housing 
costs was introduced for 
homeowners on Jobseeker’s 
Allowance (JSA). Previously, this 
help was payable indefinitely. 

The new rules affect some people 
who have been getting JSA 
continuously since January 5 2009 
- they will no longer get help 
towards their housing costs and 
their housing payments will stop. 


Jobcentre Plus is writing to all 
people affected by the changes to 
advise that their payments will 
end. 

People who were claiming Income 
Support or Employment and 
Support Allowance (ESA) 
immediately before claiming JSA 
are not affected by the limit - their 
payments should continue without 
interruption. 

If your housing cost payments 
have stopped, it is important to get 
advice about your situation. You 
should always: 

• discuss the situation with your 
lender 

• get specialist money advice at an 
early stage. For example, 
Greenwich Money Advice Service 
(020 8317 3342) and Meridian 
Money Advice Service (020 8293 
3432) provide free, independent 


advice about money matters. 
Greenwich Council’s Housing Aid 
Centre (020 8921 2618) also advises 
homeowners in mortgage difficulty.

Nightingale Vale of cheers 


T HE Welcare Urban Garden, 
Nightingale Vale, Woolwich, was 
launched only 18 months ago. 

The project has won the ‘Collect and Create’ 
category in a London competition to encourage 
housing associations and local councils to 
provide small spaces for tenants to nurture into 
thriving food gardens. 

New growers of all ages - supported by the 
family support charity ‘Welcare in Greenwich’ 
which has a centre on the 500-home estate - have 
used discarded materials like old furniture, 
laminate flooring and donated scaffolding 
planks to build five large raised beds and over 
half-a-dozen smaller plots. 

Manager Seval Tahsin and her team organise 
family gardening clubs every school holiday - 
and Nightingale Vale residents are welcome to 
help themselves to the fruit and veg that 
everyone grows. 

Seval told GT: “Instances of anti-social 
behavior have significantly dropped since this 


project started. And, although we entered this 
competition at the 11th hour, we are all 
absolutely delighted to have won a first prize.” 

They received their certificate at a special 
conference in Islington last month. Their prizes 
are a £250 gift card from the B&Q superstore, a 
10-piece tool set, and a ‘worm cafe’ fertiliser 
unit, as well as three training spaces in Regent’s 
Park from London's ‘Capital Growth’ team. 

The cash to create the vegetable garden on the 
estate was raised by Welcare’s local advisory 
support group, chaired by Eileen Wiltcher. A 
total of almost £1,140 came in from a single 
songs-from-the-shows concert which they 
hosted in a neighbouring borough. 

In addition, the Welcare Centre has strong 
links with Apollo, the Greenwich Council 
contractors carrying out Decent Homes 
improvement work on the estate. “They 
donated us spare scaffolding planks for our 
raised beds,” said Seval. 

Now the Nightingale gardeners have landed 


Big Lottery money to produce a photo-calendar 
of all their efforts throughout this year. 

Seval told us: “The London-wide competition 
has given a real boost to this estate - and the 
food we manage to grow helps to supplement 
residents’ income, particularly at this time of 
austerity. 

“People have been helping themselves to salad 
stuff and residents share their cuttings with us. 
For instance, people from our Vietnamese 
community have given us some pakchoi seeds 
to grow. 

“During half-term, we cleared some of the 
spaces to make way for different kinds of 
cabbages, onions, and other winter vegetables.” 
She added: “One of the best things that’s 
happened so far is being able to introduce many 
of the children here to all the fresh veg that is 
available.” 

Incidentally, someone living near Fennell 
Street on the estate has managed to grow some 
fennel!

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

THERE’S sure to 
k N be plenty of good

young musicians 
in Greenwich get 
to play in a new orchestra 
later this year. 

It’s called the Animate 
Orchestra and it’s aimed at 
inspiring young musicians 
and encouraging youngsters 
to continue playing music 
after they leave primary 
school. Members of the 
ensemble will be invited to 
take part through workshops 
in Greenwich schools. 

It’s hoped it will be a pathway 
for talented young people in 
the London Boroughs of 
Greenwich and Lewisham and 
is being billed as ‘a young 
person’s orchestra for the 21 
Century’. 

The orchestra is set for launch 
in March, when animateur 
Jason Rowland, musicians 
from the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra, 
Greenwich and Lewisham 
Music Service tutors and 
Trinity Laban students will 
visit two Greenwich 
Secondary Schools to hold 
workshop performances. 
Around 600 children from 
Greenwich primary and 
secondary schools will be 
involved in the workshops and 
taster sessions which will be 
made up of contemporary 
takes on traditional orchestral 
music, which the children will 
be encouraged to get stuck in 
to. 

It’s an ongoing project and 
keen pupils can take part in 
intensive holiday courses over 
the next two years - the first 
this Easter, with 40 places for 
instrumentalists, DJs, and 
Music Technologists. 

Andrea Spain, Head of 
Professional Skills at Trinity 
Laban said: “Performing in an 
orchestra can be one of the 
most exciting aspects of being 
a musician. By bringing 
together a professional 
orchestra, the musicians of 
Trinity Laban, the expertise of 
music services and the

creativity of young people, we 
look forward to capturing the 
power and impact of 
orchestral musicianship, in an 
ensemble that represents the 
ideas and culture of a new 
generation.” 

The project came about 
through a partnership 
between Trinity Laban and 
Greenwich and Lewisham 
Music Services, the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra 
(LPO), the Southbank Centre 
and The 02. 

It is hoped the project will 
encourage Years 6-8 in 
Greenwich and Lewisham 
schools to progress further in 
creative music making, and to 
continue music tuition during 
the transition to secondary 
school, when many can drop 
out of instrumental learning 
During the holiday courses, 
children get the chance to 
create their own music which 
may lead to performances in 
2012 as part of Cultural 
Olympiad programming. 

The Animate Orchestra won 
funding last year to go ahead 
with the project from Mayor’s 
Music Education fund.

At the Animate Orchestra 
launch in the spring, a series 
of interactive performances 
take place at secondary 
schools across the two 
boroughs, reaching over 1200 
children between the ages of 
10 and 14.

Has Tony 
had his day? 

AGE is a funny thing. It 
affects us all, even former 
pop stars. The moment they 
fall from grace, they tend to 
age via many well-trodden routes. 
Some perform in West End musicals. 
Others play revival nights and end of 
the pier nightclubs. Some embrace 
reality television or hitch a ride back 
into the charts courtesy of current pop 
stars or comedians - a route which, 
let’s face it, always seems a tad 
desperate. Tony Hadley is one of the 
fortunate few who has weathered well, 
and drew a sizeable crowd to The 
lndigo2, nearly thirty years after his 
heyday. 

Vocally the Spandau Ballet frontman 
hasn’t aged a day. His 100-minute set 
took us on a tour of Spandau’s greatest 
hits, treating us to a thumping 
rendition of To Cut A Long Story Short 
and a flawless and spine tingling 
version of Through The Barricades. 
Sadly the low point of the evening 
came when Hadley slaughtered the 
band’s biggest hit, the iconic True. 
Rather than sing the track that we all 
know and love, he reworked it into a 
watered-down and uninspiring lounge 
song, and in stripping it down he threw 
out the baby with the bath water. He 
padded out the set with belting 
versions of Robert Palmer’s Addicted 
to Love and Journey’s Don’t Stop 
Believing, but it was his renditions of 
more contemporary hits - the Killers’ 
Somebody Told Me and The Kaiser 
Chiefs’ I Predict A Riot that provided 
the real surprises of the night. Now, I 
know what you’re thinking: this is all 
sounding a bit sad - an ageing, out of 
touch singer murdering current pop 
hits in the sad hope of competing with 
the “yoof”. But that couldn’t be further 
from the truth. A less competent 
singer might have made these songs 
seem like mid-life crisis karaoke, but 
Hadley made them his own and pulled 
them off with ease. It was the 
moments in between the songs that 
were lacklustre. Hadley has very little 
banter with the audience, preferring to 
have in-jokes and sideways giggles 
with his band mates which excluded 
the audience. But if he was failing to 
engage, the audience too could have 
won awards for their lack of 
participation. It took practically the 
whole night for the ageing crowd to 
really get going. In fact it wasn’t until 
the opening chords of the legendary 
Gold, that they finally took to their feet. 
Perhaps it had sunk in that there were 
only three songs left. But despite their 
subdued nature, it was clear that the 
evening was an excuse for the mostly 
female crowd to crack out their 
sparkly tops and relive their youth, and 
there’s nothing wrong with that. In fact 
it’s quite inspiring. I hope my 
generation will be doing the same in 
thirty years time. I can see it now. I’ll 
be squashed into a pair of skinny 
jeans, jostling my way to the front of 
the Indig02 for the Lady Gaga Hip 
Replacement Tour. Who said age was a 
barrier?

However I feel like I’m cheating 
a little, as the subject of my 
column this week is not what 
you would call an ‘Eco car’ 
in convectional terms, 
but in its class it fairs 
better than the 
competition. But is 
the Lamborghini 
Sesto Elemento 
really a look into 
the future of super- 
green supercars or 
just a nice publicity 
stunt? 

I first caught a look at the Sesto 
Elemento in an email while on 
the Eurostar on my way to the 
Paris motor show - and what a 
car it is. If you thought 
Lambo’s Reventon was out 
there in terms of the design, 
then Sesto is pure bonkers. It’s 
a car made almost completely 
out of carbon fibre-reinforced 
plastics (CFRP). Every panel 
on the car is made of CFRP, 
with the carbon mesh showing 
thought the super thin paint 
job, (matt finish of course). 
Even the wheels have been 
given the carbon fibre 
treatment and all this results

in a curb weight of 999kg, as 
light as any GT racer out there. 
Now add to the mix Lambo’s 
famous V10 engine, the same 
one you get in the Gallardo and 
you have yourself a power to 
weight ratio of only 1.75kg per 
horsepower - simply put that’s 
0-60 in an eye-watering 2.5 
seconds. 

Lamborghini have gone for the 
smaller V 10 over its big brother 
the V12 because the emissions, 
relatively speaking, are much 
greener and due to a lack of 
weight the performance is still 
maintained - this car has mega 
acceleration and a top speed 


close to 200mph. The tech 
behind this concept comes out 
of the research centre in 
Washington DC which 
Lamborghini opened in 2010. 
Production is set to begin in 
2011. Only 20 of these super- 
light, super-fast cars will be 
built and in all likelihood not 
be suited for road use but I am 
sure the £lmillion price tag 
will not put the mega rich off 
snapping up the limited 
addition car, which means the 
money invested in this high 
tech material seems to be 
paying off already. 

I know this is not the car that 
will save the planet but it just 
goes to show that no matter 
how tight the rules on 
emissions and fuel efficiency 
get, the car companies have an 
answer. Even the likes of 
Lamborghini.

Dawn rises to novel challenge 



WHEN ceLebd-ties write novels, it is 
i usually met with the same level cf 
f sniggering. The literary set turn 
their patpous noses up in 
collective disgust, ad reviewer si oad up 
their grills ready to spit cut their vencm at 
the nere celebrity who dared put par to 
paper. 

It’s therefore intellectually reprehensible to 
enjoy Dawn French’s debut novel, A Tiny Bit 
Marvellous. OK, so it’s not D.H. Laurence or 
Keats. It won’t get a mention on ‘News Night 
Review’. It’s not credible. But while it may be 
considered mainstream and low brow, it’s 
brilliant. 

Centred around a child psychologist who 
doesn’t understand her own children, ATBM 
is a generation gap comedy drama which 
deftly shows that while a family may live in 
the same house, they can be miles apart 
emotionally. Mo, a 49-year-old who is paid to 
understand other people’s children, is at a 
loss to communicate with her own. And its 
no wonder - her daughter, Dora, is a self- 
absorbed and insecure eighteen year old 
whose whole aim in life is to score an X- 
Factor audition and her brother, Peter, is a 
foppish re-incarnation of Oscar Wilde whose 
world revolves around cravats and dinner 
jackets. Admittedly, these characters may 


seem like tired 
stereotypes. The 
slang used by 
French in Dora’s 
dialogue is both 
predictable and 
inaccurate. It 
initially seems 
like a jaded and 
judgemental view 
of a teenager and 
borders on 
caricature. But as 
French 

embellishes each 
character with 
more truth and 
depth, they 
crystallise into rounded 
characters. They become beautifully real 
and utterly believable, which makes the 
ensuing drama all the more engaging and 
involving. And as a result you find yourself 
being caught up in the plot as the three 
character’s worlds collide - with unforeseen 
and draw-dropping consequences. 

The book is structured around diary entries 
from all three characters. Some may argue 
that this is uninspired and contrived but, in 
this instance, it’s the perfect format. It’s an 



effective medium for showing the gulf 
between each of the three characters, as 
well as providing a great triple 
perspective. 

One might expect French’s first foray into 
fiction to be in-your-face and outrageous 
- like the author herself - but the reality 
is the opposite. Although a tale of a 
dysfunctional family hurtling towards 
crisis, the gently humoured book is 
comfortingly traditional. The majority of 
readers will surely relate to it. French 
excels when talking of everyday events; 
she has the skill to make mundane 
aspects of everyday life funny. A prime 
example is the scene where Mo attends a 
mammogram: "Mrs Nurse’s foot is on the 
pedal as she decides how flat the bosoms 


will be pressed. Today the setting was ‘flat 
as an omelette’, whereas in the past, when 
she was particularly peeved, I swear she 
had set it to ‘flat as a crepe’.” 

In this clever, unputdownable and ultimately 
heart-warming novel, Dawn French shows 
herself to be a fiction writer to look out for. 
Accessible, relatable and hugely involving, 
the literary glitterati will no doubt despise 
it- but who cares? Personally, I think the 
book’s title is an understatement.

It’s 127 Hours between a rock and a hard place for a 
climber who takes a grisly decision that will save his life 


NOBODY moved. Nobody spoke. The relief 
in the cinema was palpable. On a wet, 
January evening, we had all just been privy 
to what is surely destined to become one of 
the truly unforgettable experiences in 
cinematic history. 

Director and co-writer Danny Boyle, still 
flush with success from his Oscar winning 
and critically acclaimed Slumdog 
Millionaire gives us 127 Hours, the true 
story of Aron Ralston, whose inexhaustible 
thirst for life truly beggars belief. 

In 2003, the free spirited outdoorsman 
recklessly abandoned his job as a 
mechanical engineer and moved to Aspen, 
Colorado to continue his quest to climb all 
59 of Colorado's mountain peaks. 

Never in his wildest nightmares could he 
have envisaged how completely this modest 
career change would revolutionise his life. 
The story is simple, stark and unforgivable. 
Ralston goes canyon climbing for the day in 
Robbers Roost, Utah, home to Butch 
Cassidy and the notorious Hole in the Wall 
Gang. In a freak accident, he gets his lower 
right forearm trapped behind an 8001b 
boulder. Unable to free himself he is alone 
in the wilderness with little water and 
almost no food. The outlook is terrifyingly 
bleak. Worse still, he had told no-one of his 
whereabouts. Not a soul. But Ralston 
refuses to panic and tries to think his way 
out of the situation. Over the following six 
days and five nights, he tries everything he 
can to work himself free using ropes, 
pulleys and even blunt penknives. But, 
increasingly dehydrated, his mind begins to 
wander and he thinks back to family and 
friends, turning the camera on himself to 
record his final thoughts. As the lines 
between his increasingly frequent 
daydreams and the reality of his situation 
begin to merge, we sense his reluctant 


acceptance of an inevitable fate. But in a 
final epiphany, Ralston refuses to become a 
victim and, taking control of his destiny, 
conducts the most gruesome self- 
amputation in the history of cinema. 

James Franco navigates the complexities of 
Ralston wonderfully well, seamlessly 
transitioning from arrogant canyoneerto 
the vulnerable, frightened and yet 
ultimately resilient survivor he ultimately 
becomes. Given the minimalist storyline, 
Boyle is unusually interventionist, utilising a 
vibrant sound track (rock music - geddit?], 
micro cameras (particularly effective in the 
base of Ralston’s water bottle] and frequent 
split screens to compliment Franco’s 
powerful central performance. The film’s 
essential power however comes not from 
gimmicks but rather derives from both the 
veracity of the storyline and from Ralston’s 
simple but profound refusal to indulge in 
any form of regret or self-pity, other than 
an ironic “Oops” at his ultimately 
devastating sin of omission. 

Verdict: 

A truly astonishing act of self preservation. 
Unmissable. 9/10.

Seven years after bringing 

Patrick 0’ Brian’s seafaring 
epic, Master and Commander to the 
big screens, he has completed yet 
another mammoth task, this time 
it’s the controversial story of 
Slavomir Rawicz’s 4000 mile walk to 
freedom, in The Way Back. 

Based on Rawicz’s 1956 book, The 
Long Walk, TWB is the story of six 
innocent political prisoners and a 
convict (Colin Farrell), who, following 
the conquest of Poland in 1939 were 
sentenced to effective life 
imprisonment in the Soviet labour 
camps. With little or no food and 
temperatures constantly below 
freezing, they stood little chance of 
surviving the back-breaking daily 
labour. Seven men made a choice: 
one way or another, to die free men. 
They could not have imagined what 
lay before them: a 4000 mile trek 
south across the frozen wastes of 
Siberia, into the dry, arid plains of 
Mongolia, down into China, on into 
Tibet and then finally, across the 
Himalayas into India. 

The characters beautifully capture 
the indomitable nature of the human 
spirit but they remain strangely 
independent, united only by their 
common goal of freedom. Janusz, 
(Jim Sturgess) leads the motley 
group, quietly asserting his authority, 
always inclusive but desperate to 
return to his wife; Ed Harris, is 
marvellous, here an American, Mr 
Smith, manipulating an emotional 
burden to drive his aging body ever 
onwards; Colin Farrell is the dark, 
knife-wielding gangster, Valka, who 
comes to question his freedom and 
his own place in society. Into this 
cynical, sceptical and single-minded 
band of men falls Saoirse Ronan, a 
young Polish girl, lost and alone. 
Despite the protestations of the 
American - “kindness will kill us 
all”, she is soon accepted and 
recognised for her efforts at helping 
them rediscover their humanity. But 
they only briefly show emotion - Ed 
Harris in particular - a combination 
of exhaustion and their all- 
encompassing sense of purpose 
allows no quarter for sentimentality. 
Their common struggle is set against 
some truly breath-taking 
landscapes. Wonderfully 
photographed by Russel Boyd in 
locations across Bulgaria, India and 
Morocco, the terrain is beautiful but 
deadly with starvation and 
dehydration, exhaustion and fatigue, 
their constant companions. 

Despite some awkward moments 
such as the return of an elderly 
Janusz to Poland and the somewhat 
repetitive nature of their fight for 
survival whatever the terrain, the 
film impresses with its gravitas and 
sense of intensity. This is filmmaking 
at its most serious, and mankind at 
its finest.

THE thing to bear in mind 
about most New Year 
resolutions is that, however 
sincerely meant, they flare like 
Roman candles only to fizzle 
out like damp squibs. Their 
average life span is one week. 
Many of them lack - let’s face it 
- resolve. 

Where Charlton fans are 
concerned, the opening days of 
2011 have united them in an 
all-in-this-together spirit of 
possibly brittle tolerance for 
the club’s new owners. There 
are, of course, misgivings 
since, at the time of going to 
press, the key post of team 
manager has yet to be filled. 
You can’t please all of the 
people all of the time and 
whatever the new boss’s 
identity, some “give ‘em a 
chance” resolutions are due to 
be broken. 

Right now, the club's rookie 
board and its fans are holding 
each other at a wary arms 
length. Having clamoured for 
change, the latter have little 
alternative but to accept the 
newcomers on good faith and 


trust their sensitivity to the 
history and enviable 
reputation of a fine old football 
club. These fans will be left 
with their bitter-sweet 
memories, gallows humour and 
blind loyalty long after the 
current directors, management 
and players have become dim 
memories.

The Ashes are easy to follow. 
Here’s how they work: When 
the Aussies win, it's because 
they’re a group of teak-tough, 
lantern-jawed, leathery, cold- 
eyed, ruthlessly professional 
Clint Eastwoods. If they lose, 
it’s down to them being none of 
the above, no good at cricket, 
more Desperate Dan than Clint 
Eastwood. Not only that, the 
umpires won’t let them bowl 
no-balls.
